Alternate Suggestion. 

Smith suggested that, if the 
commission could not be con- 
vened on such short notice, a 
subcommittee be named to con- 
duct the investigation. 

The revision commission in- 
cludes 12 members of the Mis- 
souri Senate and House, which 
was set up under a law passed 
by the Legislature last year. It 
is to recommend revisions of elec- 
tion laws to the 1953-54 session 
of the General Assembly. 

Meanwhile, Clifford G. Haley, 
Republican, secretary of the Board 
of Election Commissioners, told 
the Post-Dispatch he will propose 
to the board at a meeting next 
Tuesday that it “throw the full 
light of publicity on any registra- 
tion irregularities” found in the 
voter canvass. 

“Particularly,” he _ said, 
there are any cases of obvious 
padding of the registration lists 


that are overlooked by the can- 


vassers, I want the board to give 
the newspapers the list of ques- 
tionable names and the names of 
the canvassers.” 

Proof for Reinstatement. 

He said the election board has 
decided it will require ““documen- 
tary evidence, such as automobile 
registration receipts or tax re- 
ceipts” from persons stricken 
from the voting lists in the can- 
vass who seek re-instatement. , 

As a further precaution, he 
said, the board plans to circle 
with red pencil on the lists

“We want to have a double

The raids were conducted by 
16 selected troopers under com- 
mand of Lt. Earl Davis, execu- 
tive officer of the patrol at Pop- 
lar Bluff. Elaborate preparations 
for the raids began four days ago 
when troopers in civilian clothing 
started visiting the establish- 
ments to acquaint themselves 
with the operations. The raids 
were conducted without knowl- 
edge of local officers. 

The raids occurred simulta- 
neously. At the pre-arranged 
hour of 11 p.m., troopers inside 
each place, dressed as civilians, 
stood up, blew a whistle and 
warned patrons and operators 
alike to attempt no escape. A 
moment later uniformed troopers 
rushed in through rear doors. 

The places are the B and B

Nine passengers and 36 crewmen 
were saved from the burning Nor- 
wegian freighter Black Gull in a 
dramatic predawn rescue off the 
eastern tip of Long Island today. 

The Swedish-American liner 
Gripsholm, a hospital ship in 
World War II, toob aboard the 45 
survivors, some of whom had 
leaped into the cold water. Four 
crew members are missing and it 
is feared they were drowned. 

The Coast Guard said a search 
for the missing men was continu- 
ing. 

The Gripsholm, en route from 
New York to Goteborg, altered its 
course in answer to a distress call 
from the stricken vessel, which 
had a cargo of naphthalene. The 
American Export Lines ship Ex- 
calibur, Beirut-bound from New 
York, also changed course and 
gave assistance. 


The Gripsholm reported 39 men 


_and six women were taken aboard 


and that six of the rescued needed 
medical treatment. After receiving 
treatment and food and clothing, 
all the survivors except one were 
transferred to the Coast Guard 
cutter Mackinac for removal to 
the shore. One survivor, Third 
Officer Nils Varden, was kept 
on the Gripsholm for further 
medical care. 


The scene of the sea disaster 
was about 65 miles off Montauk 
Point. The Black Gull, operated 
by the Black Diamond Steamship 
Corp., issued its first “emergency 
distress” call at 11:22 o’clock last 
night. A half hour later Capt. 
Fritiov Andersen radioed he had 
ordered the ship abandoned. The 
message said all lifeboats had 
been destroyed in the fire or lost. 

But the Gripsholm said 24 per- 
sons, including all the passengers, 
had crowded into a las& lifeboat 
which miraculously cast off from 
the flaming ship. 

The other 21 seamen and offi- 
cers rescued were huddled far 
forward in the bow with the 
flames beginning to singe them, 
the Gripsholm reported. 

A lifeboat from the Gripsholm 
raced to the bow and took off 
the 21 as the flames leaped 
nearer. 

“If we’d got there a few min- 
utes later,” said the Gripsholm’s 
chief officer, Eric Sjolin, “it’s 
doubtful if all could have been 
saved.”

Names of the passengers and 
crewmen were not available. 


Capt. Andersen is believed to 
have survived. 


Smoke from the flaming naph- 
thalene shot 1000 feet high and 
the orange-yellow flames leaped 
more than 60 feet into the air. 

A Coast Guard flyer, Lt. Wil- 
liam G. Fenlon, of Oak Park, IIL, 
who flew over the burning vessel, 
said the fire was in the after half 
of the ship, but spread forward. 

“The ocean was comparatively 
calm with about four-foot swells,” 
said Fenlon, who dropped flares 
to aid rescuers. He said the 
flames were “blinding”. even at 
3000 feet in the air. In the glow 
of the flames and dozens of flares 
he said only one liféboat ceuld 
be sighted. 

Fenlon’s plane and another 
Coast Guard plane dropped sever- 
al life rafts and helped direct the 
Excalibur and Gripsholm—to the 
scene by blinker. 

The 4429-ton Black Gull had 
been due in New York today. Its 
crew was said to be all Norwegian. 

The highly inflammable cargo—

The White House was known 
to have decided on the new peace 
move because of a meeting set in 
Pittsburgh .

In Chicago, Clarence B. Randall, 
president of the Inland Steel Co. 
and a leading spokesman for the 
industry, said yesterday “strong 
public opinion” is urging his 
company “to stand fast and not 
sign a contract that will prevent 
a non-union man from working.” 


Plan for Partial Seizure. 

The possible seizure of some 
of the struck plants under ‘the 
Selective Service Act was report- 
edly taken under active ‘consid- 
eration after a White House con- 
ference Thursday between Steel- 
man and Government production 
and defense officials. 

President Truman seized the 
industry on April 8 under his 
claimed inherent constitutional 
powers. Two months later, on 
June 2, the Supreme Court in a 
6-to-3 opinion held the seizure 
unconstitutional and ordered the 
mills returned to private owner- 
ship. 

A great deal of groundwork 
would be necessary if the Govern- 
ment did decide to attempt seiz- 
ure of a small part of the indus- 
try under the 1948 Selective 
Service Act. The Defense Depart- 
ment would have to place direct 
orders with struck plants. If these 
were not filled within a specified 
time, the President could seize 
the mills. 

The seizure provision of the 
Selective Service Act was not de- 
signed to deal with deadlocked 
labor disputes. Nor did the Gov- 
ernment consider it a practical 
solution at the time of the first 
seizure. 

Shortage Grows Critical. 

But the shortage of defense 
steel is becoming so acute the 
Government may feel compelled 
to use the act in an effort to get 
at least some critical types of 
steel back into production if this 
longest strike in the steel indus- 
try’s history continues much 
longer. 

William J. Grede, president of 
the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers, issued a statement in 
Chicago: that “on the eve of the 
Democratic convention the Presi- 
dent shows his determination to 
seize property belonging to thou- 


sands of stockholders in one way 


or another.” 

“We have now been several 
months without steel production 
because of the President’s refusal 
to use the provisions of the Taft- 
Hartley Act,” Grede continued. 
“Does Mr. Truman want steel, 
control of the industry, or is he 
trying to buy votes?”

Door Open for Walkout, 

This course would leave the 
door open for the Shivers and 
White slates to walk out of the 
convention and perhaps partici- 
pate in a third-party movement 
like that of the States Righters, 
who bolted the 1948 convention 
over the civil rights issue. 

A convention floor fight on the 
issue was a virtual certainty. 

Forces of Senator Estes Kafau- 
ver and Averell Harriman both 
put out statements promising to 
carry the fight to the floor. 

Kefauver saidthe anti-Truman 
forces led by Shivers and White 
“come to this convention under 
false colors.” 

He added: 

“They come claiming that they 
are Democrats and that they 
should represent the Democrats 
of their respective states. 

“Well, I say they are not Demo- 
crats. They do not recognize the 
first principle of democracy. That 
principle is that people can live 
together under a majority rule. 

‘Fight for Democracy.’ 

“These people do not believe in 
majority rule. ... 

“If we seat these anti-Demo- 
crat delegations of Texas and 
Mississippi the people may not 
have a chance to cast ballots for 
their choice. ... 

“Their leaders may revolt~— 
and not even give the people an 
opportunity to express their own 
wills at the ballot boxes. 

“This is a fight for democracy 
—a fight for the right to vote for 
candidates of one’s own choice 
a fight for freedom.”

WASHINGTON, July 19 (AP)— 
President Truman, fighting mad 
at Republican Congressmen, has 
promised to tell the voters “how 
the Rerublicans dance when a 
well-heeled lobbyist pipes a 
tune.” 


Truman signed last night a bill 


increasing social security benefits 
by $540,000,000 a year, but he 


said maneuvering by the Amer- 


ican Medical Association’s lobby 
had impaired “insurance protec- 
tion for millions of disabled 
Americans.” 

He insisted “this victory for the 
lobby at the people’s expense 
was accomplished by a great ma- 
jority of Republicans in the 
House.” 

He described the kind of cam- 
paign he wants leveled at the 
Republicans in a two-page state- 
ment accompanying the signing 
of the social security legislation. 

Bill’s Provisions. 

The bill, increases old age and 
survivors’ insurance benefits by 
an average of $6 a month. It 
makes certain increases in the 
minimum benefits under the rail- 
road retirement system. 

“These increases become ef- 
fective for the month of Septem- 
ber and will add to the incomes 
of more than 4,500,000 people now 
drawing benefits from these in- 
surance systems,” he said. 

Both systems increase from $50 
to $75 a month the amount a per- 
son can earn without losing his 
insurance benefit. In addition 
members of the armed forces 
serving from 1947 through 1953 
will receive the same employment 
credit under the social security 
insurance system that was granted 
servicemen in World War II. 

An increase of $250,000,000 a 
year in federal contributions to 
the states will make it possible 
to increase assistance payments to 
5,000,000 dependent children and 
aged, blind and disabled citizens 
now receiving state help. The in- 
creases amount to about $3 a 
month for children and $5 a 
month for the rest, the President 
said. 

Praise for Doughton. 

Truman called the measure a 
legislative achievement for Chair- 
man Doughton (Dem.), North 
Carolina, of the House Ways and 
Means Committee who is retiring 
this year. He credited Doughton 
with leading the fight against the 
provision which drew his fire. 

T2 SECURE 

This, he said, supposedly pre- 
served an individual’s insurance 
rights in the event of disability, 
but was one in which “Congress 
takes away with one hand what it 
appears to give with the other.” 

The President said this was 
done by making the provision 
purportedly begin July 1, 1953, 
but adding a sentence saying it 
will cease to be in effect on June 
30, 1953. 

The President said that the 
House committee headed by 
Doughton recommended that aged 
persons whose disability had 
forced them into early retirement 
be permitted to have their bene- 
fits retomputed so that lost time 
would not count against them. 

He said this objective was, in 
effect, ‘‘defeated in such a reveal- 
ing example of how the Republi- 
cans dance when a_ well-heeled 
lobbyist pipes a tune that I think 
it warrants being brought to the 
particular attention of the Ameri- 
can people in this election year.” 


Medical Group’s Objection. 

The medical profession had ob- 
jected to a system proposed for 
certifying disability, contending 
it gave the federal security 
agency too much authority in pre- 
scribing rules for medical exami- 
nations. 

The President said the “Wash- 
ington lobbyist” for the American 
Medical Association attacked it 
as a “socialistic” proposal and 
sent messages to every member 
of the House. 

Truman quoted Doughton as 
saying there was no more social- 
- ized medicine in the provision 
“than there is frost in the sun.” 

Yet, when the House voted, 
nearly 70 per cent of the Repub- 
licans were against the bill, Tru- 
man said. 

The bill was sent back to com- 
mittee, the President continued,

TREASURE HUNTER 
FINDS. OLD COINS, 
PARTS OF SKELETON 


ADVOCATE, Nova Scotia (AP) 
—Eight Spanish doubloons and 
parts of a skeleton have been 
found by a treasure hunter on 
tiny Isle Haute, 13 miles from 
here in the Bay of Fundy. 

Edward Rowe Snow of Marsh- 
field, Mass., better known as “The 
Flying Santa Claus,” a historian 
whose hobby is treasure hunting, 
made the find. In a brief visit to 
the island he discovered the gold 
with the aid of a metal detector 
and old charts. 

The charts belonged to the late 
Dougal Carmichael of Vancouver, 
who recovered some $20,000 in 
buried treasure from the island 
from 1923 to 1936. 

Snow found parts of a skeleton 
near the gold. It appeared that 
some of the coins had been 
clutched in the bones of the hand. 

One of the doubloons was dated 
1710 and all bore the cross of the 
Holy Roman Empire, Snow said 
it was unlikely there is any siz- 
able cache left on the island. 

Legend has it that the money 
was buried by the notorious pirate 
Edward Lowe, and that it came 
from the Spanish galleon Senora 
de Victoria, captured in 1725,

Railways’ Plea. 


An Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission hearing on a request of 
western railroads for authority to 
increase passenger fares 10 per 
cent was concluded yesterday at 
the Mark Twain Hotel after the 
Department of Defense submitted 
‘briefs in opposition to the pro- 
posal. 

Aubrey T. Palmer, an ICC ex- 
aminer, who conducted the two- 
day public hearing, will base a 
report to the commission upon 
material submitted at the sessions. 
Proponents of fare increases in- 
cluded the Missouri Pacific and 
Southern Pacific railroads, sup- 
ported by testimony from some 
eastern lines. 

Through witnesses, the Depart- 
ment of Defense took the position 
that the proposed increase would 
draw passengers from the roads 
and decrease revenue, shifting the 
burden to freight operations. The 
railroads contended that high op- 
erating costs were largely respon- 
sible for passenger department 
deficits and that the increase 
would not be sufficient to drive 
passengers to airplane and bus 
lines. 

Col. C. Frank Snyder, assistant 
to the director of transportation 
of the Air Force, the final major 
witness opposing the increase, 
stated that the increase would im- 
pose a higher transportation cost 
upon the government and the 
public while benefits would partly 
accrue to forms of transportation 
not asking for an increase. He 
described the proposal as “unjust 
and unreasonable,” neither in the 
interest of the carriers or the 
public.

If the Elliott plan for the 
stretch near the airport is adopt- 
ed, the commission added, con- 
sideration should be given to 
shifting the route northward far 
enough to avoid affecting 64 
homes in the area.

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Better Than Seizure 


The well-leaked news that the Government 
may seize part of the steel industry under the 
Selective Service Act is undoubtedly intended 
as a last effort to induce management and labor 
to settle their dispute. 

It is to the interest of both parties, and above 
all in the public interest, that the warning be 
taken seriously, and an agreement reached. 

The Supreme Court said President Truman 
has no broad inherent power which authorized 
him to seize the entire steel industry, but it left 
the way open for seizure under a congressional 
statute.: Justice Clark, indeed, went to some 
lengths to point out that the Selective Service 
Act of 1948 authorizes seizure of a sort. 

Under this Act, the President can place at 
the mills direct Government orders for steel 
needed for defense purposes. If the supplier “re- 
fuses or fails” to fill the orders, then, so the 
Act provides, “the President is authorized to 
take immediate possession of any plant, mine, 
or other facility of such person and to operate 
it, through any Government agency, for the pro- 
duction of such articles or materials as may be 
required by the Government.” 

There seems to be little doubt that this legis- 
lation would authorize seizure of some steel 
mills, though probably not all. The procedure 
would be cumbersome, for the Government does 
not now buy its own steel for defense purposes. 
But it could be done, amd may have to be done 
if no other way of resuming production turns 
up. The Government simply cannot stand by 
while the steel shutdown continues indefinitely. 


A partial seiZure, however, wouid be a poor 
substitute for a settlement which enabled the 


‘entire industry to go back to work. It would do 


nothing to solve the union shop problem, or any 
other problems which may be holding up a set- 
tlement. It would involve an intricate reshuffling 
of defense orders. It would do nothing to allevi- 
ate the severe effects of the tie-up on non-de- 
fense steel, which are as serious to the economy 
as a whole as the direct impact on defense 
production. 

So both sides have a strong incentive, we be- 
lieve, to settle now. The industry may as well 
abandon any hope that the President will seek 
to end the strike by injunction under the Taft- 
Hartley Act. Granted that he should do so, he 
has made it abundantly clear that he does not 
intend to do so. The union for jts part should 
abandon any hope that the President can help 
win its fight. Granted that he might wish to 
do so, he does not have the power to do so. 


The nation must have steel. For all concerned, 
the best way to get it is by settling the dispute 
and getting back to work. 
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Time for Action on Sewers 

Solution of the many problems of living com- 
mon to St. Louisans and their county neighbors 
requires a good deal more than talk. Commu- 
nity progress flows from decisive action by the 
individual citizen co-operating with his fellows. 
Inaction spells stagnation and decay, as the men- 
acing metropolitan sewer problem so clearly 
shows. 

For more than a year now, Mayor Darst and 
County Supervisor Matthews have been beating 
the drums for action. They quite properly be- 
lieve that, on the basis of public health alone, 
the sewer problem must be tackled and solved-— 
and soon! They agree the job is one for a Board 
of Freeholders from city and county, and so ap- 
parently does almost everyone else. But in the 
city at least that agreement is no more than a 
passive nod. yi 

Before the Freeholders can be appointed, the 
people must set the legal machinery in motion 
by signing petitions. Substantially more than 
the required 4000 signatures of registered voters 
have been obtained in the county. But in the 
city, where 11,000 are needed, the campaign is 
lagging again after recovering from an almost 
fatal collapse. Less than two weeks remain be- 
fore the deadline established by the Mayor in 
the city. 

This poses a hard question: Are St. Louisans 
so apathetic to community progress that they 
prefer decay? 
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A Tax Exemption Beaten 

One good deed of the Senate in the con- 
gressional session recently ended deserves to 
be recorded. The Senate quietly buried the 
neat little plan advanced in the House to grant 
members of Congress a tax exemption on their 
living expénses while in Washington. 

The theory of the exemption was that con- 
gressmen are away from home while in: Wash- 
ington, and therefore should treat all their 
expenses there as deductible in computing their 
income tax liability. But the fact is that most 
members have their residence in Washington. 
The effect of the exemption, then, would be to 
give congressmen a special treatment on taxes 
which is not available to most of their con- 
stituents. 

Members now enjoy one such privilege in 
their $2500 tax-free expense allowances. This 
is due to expire at the end of this year, and 
the living-expense exemption was intended to 
serve as a substitute. The Senate properly 
refused to go along with what Senator Mc- 
Farland described as a concealed device for 
increasing members’ pay. 

Congressmen conceivably may have a case 
for a salary increase. Certainly they can prove 
that there are special costs of living in Wash- 
ington which must be considered in determin- 
ing their compensation. But when it comes to 
taxes they ought to be on exactly the same 
footing as their constituents. 
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In Again, Out Again, Mr. Mossadegh 
Mohammed Mossadegh is out again as premier 
of Iran. But he is an expert at surviving rever- 
sals and retirements. And apparently he still 
hankers to be the virtual dictator of Persia. 

His master-stroke was the seizure of British 
oil properties. But the nationalistic enthusiasm 
which it aroused began to abate when it became 
apparent that Mossadegh could not operate the 
industry without outside help. The triumph 
turned into unemployment and financial embar- 
rassment. }.

Next he assembled a parliament of his 
own, filling only 81 of 136 seats, and asked this 
rump group to give him dictatorial powers.

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A Baffling First Choice 

For his first message of “whole-hearted sup- 
port” to a Republican congressional candidate, 
Nominee Dwight Eisenhower chose Congress- 
man Edward H. Jenison of Paris, Ill. In his tele- 
gram of indorsement to Congressman Jenison, 
the nominee paid tribute to the “real fighters” 
who “will lead the fight for true world peace 
through enlightened American leadership of the 
co-operative effort to produce collective se- 
curity.” 

It is appropriate, in view of these words, to 
look at Mr. Jenison’s record with a view to 
learning what kind of fighter for collective se- 
curity he is. Mr. Jenison is a member of the 
“class of 46.” He first went to Congress as a re- 
sult of the 1946 election which produced such 
Senators as Kem of Missouri, Jenner of Indiana, 
McCarthy of Wisconsin. 

Just as those Senators stand miles apart from 
Dwight Eisenhower on foreign policy, so, ‘it 
would seem from his record, does Congressman 
Jenison. 

Gen. Eisenhower believes strongly in national 
defense. Congressman Jenison not only voted 
this year to shelve universal military training, 
but last year, in the midst of a desperate Ko- 
rean war, he voted against extension of the 
draft. On the latter vote he stood out against 
even the majority members of his own party. 


Gen. Eisenhower believes strongly in the prin- 
ciple of mutual aid to strengthen the NATO alli- 
ance. Congressman Jenison last year voted 
against the $7,500,000,000 bill for military and 
economic assistance. This year he voted against 
the $6,200,000,000 mutual security bill, though 
it had already been cut heavily by the House 
committee, and though Gen. Eisenhower warned 
that any further cuts would be dangerous. In 
addition to voting against the bill itself, Con- 
gressman Jenison voted to reduce economic aid 
for Europe by $615,000,000. 

These recent votes of Congressman Jenison 
merely carried out the line he set for himself in 
his first two terms. In 1947 he voted against aid 
to Greece and Turkey. In 1948 he voted against 
the Marshall plan. In 1949 he voted against mili- 
tary aid to Europe. In 1950 he voted against eco- 
nomic aid for Korea and Formosa. 

On the face of it, then, Congressman Jenison 
hardly qualifies as a fearless fighter for collec- 
tive security. Instead, he seems to be a member 
of that ultra-nationalist wing of the Republican 
party which has consistently stood against the 
kind of foreign policy Gen. Eisenhower. repre- 
sents. 

He is an odd choice for the Congressman who 
gets the first boost from Eisenhower, 
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New Law ‘for Reservists 

In the last year or so the nation has heard 
strong protests from combat veterans who were 
called from the reserves to active duty when, 
they said, other men were or should have been 
available. President Truman has now signed a 
bill which puts more order and fairness into the 
method of recalling reserves. 

This measure divides the military reserves 
into two classes. The ready reserve is limited to 
one million men, and is subject to call by the 
President in a national emergency which he 
may proclaim. The standby reserve may be 
called to active duty only in time of war or 
emergency by Congress. . 

The law works this way: A draftee returning 
from two years’ service goes into the ready re- 
serve. If he participates in an organized reserve 
unit, he can go into the standby reserve in three 
more years. If he does not, he will serve six 
months in the ready reserve, 

Men who have five years of active service, or 
who served a year in World War II and a year 
in the Korean emergency, will go directly into 
the standby reserve. 

The new law is the outcome of congressional 
dissension over universal military training. Con- 
gress refused to pass a UMT bill, or a compan- 
ion measure overhauling the entire reserve sys- 
tem. But Congress did decide that as far as pos- 
sible, combat veterans should not have to fight 
twice, and men who have had long active duty 
should not be recalled arbitrarily. That is fair.

The American National Red Cross is 
making a special appeal for blood to off- 
set the “summer slump” in blood-giving 
already in progress. Blood contributions 
at Red Cross regional centers and defense 


_ centers in May amounted to 332,548 pints. 


This was almost 35,000 pints fewer than 
the total for April. 

The flow of blood to the Red Cross from 
private blood banks, another source of sup- 
ply, has declined proportionately more. In 
April the private banks shipped 46,833 
pints of blood to the 
Red Cross; in May, 
only 35,000. 

The causes of the 
seasonal slump in 
blood-doning are ob- 
vious, according to 
the Red Cross. Few 
individuals have es- 
tablished a pattern 
of blood-giving. Per- 
sons away on vaca- 
tions are likely not 
merely to neglect but - 
to forget the contin- 
ae Pee for bee wg ‘\ 

ood. Those remain- 
ing in cities are seek: 7°" "ele 
ing recreation and trying to keep cool. And 
farm people are busier than ever with 
crop processing and harvest. 

Since September 1951 the Red Cross 
has had a commitment—which it has never 
been able completely to meet—to furnish 
to the armed forces 300,000 pints of whole 
blood a month. 

Some of this supply is flown directly to 
Korea. A greater part is processed into 
plasma, some destined for Korea, some 
for the Defense Department’s stockpile of 
plasma, hard-hit by the two years of Ko- 
rean hostilities. For security reasons, the 
Red Cross does not divulge the past or 


present rate of blood shipments to Korea. 

Whole blood is being used in the treat- 
ment of the badly wounded in Korea at a 
much higher rate than that established in 
World War II. “Review of the number and 
nature of casualties suffered in the Ko- 
rean campaign has indicated that in the 
average hospitalized casualty there is re- 
quirement of four pints of whole blood 
and two units of blood plasma,” according 
to Dr. W. R. Lovelace II, chairman of the 
Defense Department’s Armed Forces Med- 
ical Policy Council. 

About two and a half pints of whole 
blood are required for each unit of plasma. 
The planned average for World War II 
wounded was about three pints of blood 
for each hospitalized casualty. 

“Ninety-eight out of every hundred 
wounded in Korea are being saved,” ac- 
cording to Gen. Bradley, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. “One of the most im- 
portant reasons for the reduction in our 
military death rate has been the availa- 
bility of plasma at the battlefront and 
whole blood in the hospitals.” 

The Red Cross reports that facilities for 
blood collection are now available in al- 
most every part of the nation. In West 
Coast areas and in Maine railroads are 
running special trains with cars equipped 
for blood collection. 

The need for whole blood is in no way 
reduced by the deyelopment of new blood 
“extenders.” The Civil Defense Adminis- 
tration has contracted to buy 1,200,000 
pints of PVP-Macrose, one of the extend- 
ers, a synthetic product that does not re- 
quire refrigeration. But both the CDA and 
the manufacturer of the product empha- 
size that blood extenders only postpone 
the patient’s need for whole blood.or plas- 
ma. The extenders can be used, in emer- 
gencies, for the first 12 to 24 hours of 
treatment,

The Search for the Good 


RAGE OF THE SOUL, by Vincent Sheean. (Random 
House, $3.50.)

Vincent Sheean’s theme is one which 
has served giants, if we take the rage of 
the soul to mean the struggle between the 
forces of good and evil, the knowledge of 
the co-existence in human nature of the 
noble and ignominious. 


As an intelligent person with a sense of 
sin (interior and based not on social fear 
but moral discernment), Elizabeth Red- 
wood, wife of a state department official, 
must interest any serious reader. As a 
woman whose good marriage has been 
brought to the edge of ruin by her hus- 
band’s discovery of her adultery, she is 
a figure interesting 
to anyone. Having 
fled from the atmos- 
phere of estrange- 
ment, she is intro- 
duced to us at the 
beginning of a voy- 
age to India, on 
which she hopes to 
regain her  self-re- 
spect and _ under- 
stand the terrifying 
force that has taken 
her behavior beyond 
her control. 

Though it is pos- 
sible that eastern re- 
ligious philosophies 
may provide sources of illumination un- 
known to those of the west, Elizabeth's 
choice of direction is perhaps more easily 
understood when we remember that Shee- 
an’s personal research has made him some- 
thing of an authority on such matters. At 
any rate, Elizabeth, having compounded 
her guilt with still another man, is guided 
toward her sought end by a young Hindu, 
a Cambridge educated mathematical physi- 
cist. He takes her to his guru, his learned 
teacher; the old man’s presence and his 
words of wisdom exert such a powerful 
and pure spiritual force that Elizabeth is 
able to find peace in herself. During her 
search she encounters, as well, the philoso- 
phy of a famous yogi about whom a high 
powered cult has developed.

| Plans to Declare for Harriman

Some Doubt Whether Even President’s 
Nod Could Put New Yorker 
Over at Convention.

CHICAGO, July 19—Candidates 
other than Averell Harriman have 
information they believe is trust- 
worthy which says that President 


Truman will declare for Harriman 
as his successor. 

Harriman, now Mutual Security 
Administrator, is the only 100 per 
cent Fair Dealer among the 
avowed aspirants. 

In supporting him, if he does, 
the President will in effect be 
saying to the delegates: 

“With us, the issues are stronger 
than the candidates now in sight. 
Standing squarely for our pro- 
gram we can elect a man who has 
unflaggingly and . intelligently 
worked for it, political novice 
though he may be.” 

No one is minimizing the boost 
the President’s help would give 
the present outsider, Harriman, 
who ranks now only as New 
York’s favorite son. 

Doubt Truman Can Prevail. 

That Truman can put Harriman 
over against a fight by candidates 
unwilling to be counted out is 
questioned in some quarters. 

“A setting sun gives off little 
heat and light,” a New Deal Sen- 
ator put it. “The President may 
find that out the hard way.” 

To say it really plainly, Senator 
Estes Kefauyer will not give up 
and may, at a moment he deems 
his cause lost, throw his support 
to Senator Paul Douglas of IIli- 
nois. Senator Douglas says he is 
not a candidate and is fighting 
hard for Kefauver., 

The other candidates—Senators 
Richard Russell and Robert Kerr, 
Vice President Alben Barkley and 
Speaker Sam Rayburn—would be 
hard hit by a pro-Harriman dec- 
laration by Truman. 

It is said that one reason Tru- 
man will make it is fear that the 
rudderless convention will turn 
to the Vice President, age 74, 
or seek to draft himself. He is 
68 and thinks he’s too old for the 
job. 

Should a Harriman drive emerge 


pose either Senator John J. 
Sparkman of Alabama as Vice 
President in a bid for the South, 
or Secretary of the Interior Oscar 
Chapman, perhaps the best known 
New Deal statesman in the land 
west of the Mississippi. 

It should be noted that the 
above three have never crossed 
Truman personally. Thus he 
thinks of them as “real” liberals. 
It is a distinction it seems not in 
him to grant such men, as Sen- 
ators Kefauver, Douglas, J. Wil- 
liam Fulbright and others who 
have opposed him in some way. 

Impatient With Stevenson. 

The President is further re- 
ported convinced that Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson is too indecisive and is 
a worry wart. He knows that the 
Presidency requires an executive 
who can make tough decisions 
quickly and rightly—and then go 
home to bed and sleep sweetly. 
Otherwise the burden would kill] 
him. 

It is still a good bet that if 
Stevenson’s name is placed in 
nomination — and Gov. Henry 
Schricker of Indiana is strongly 
tempted—he will be chosen. 

But there are strong currents 
sweeping through this convention. 
Underneath the amity of old 
friends, grim struggles are shap- 
ing. 

The officeholders are fighting 
for their lives against newcomers 
—be they Harriman, Stevenson, 
Kefauver, Douglas. 

They are responsible for en- 
couraging Vice President Barkley 
to run. They know they will be 
his regents. 

National Chairman Frank Mc- 
Kinney is not playing Truman’s 
game, it is freely charged from 
within the committee itself. The 
efforts he has made to compro- 
mise on the platform support the 
charge. 

It is only natural perhaps that 
McKinney cares more about being 
national chairman under the next 
President than under the present 
one. He is from Indiana, a state 
where the art of political trading 
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with Truman back of it, the Presi- 
dent is further expected to pro-

Their 
team leaders urged them to get 
back in formation. But they would 
not budge from their vantage 
points. Instead, they stood and 
cheered as Nurmi circled the sta- 
dium. 

His stride still has its picture- 
perfect fascination. 


Nurmi carried the torch to the 


bowl underneath the Olympic flag 
and lighted the Olympic flame 
which will burn for the two 
weeks’ duration of the games. 
Another cheer broke loose from 
the crowd. It was a tingling spec- 
tacle. 

Nurmi then passed the torch to 
another great Finnish runner -of 
yore, Hannes Kolehmainer. He 
carried it up stairs to the top of 
a 225-foot tower where another 
flame was blazed.

A girl in a long white robe sud- 
denly appeared on the track and 
retraced Nurmi’s steps. Everyone 
in the crowd thought it was part 
of the ceremony—until officials 
rushed her off the track.

The crowd rose to the playing 
of the Finnish national anthem. 

On the electric scoreboard that 
will record the winners of Olympic 
events was spelled out: 

“The important thing in the 
Olympig Games is not to win but 
to take part,” a dictum of the 
founder of the modern games, 
Baron Pierre De Coubertin. 

Remarkable Spectacle. 

The crowd presented a remark- 
able spectacle. Only a few thou- 
sand of the seats are covered and 
the rest of the great wood and 
concrete bowl was a sea of um- 
brellas, but the citizens of this 
hardy northern country, accus- 
tomed to bad weather, cheered 
with all the enthusiasm of an 
American baseball crowd on a 
warm summer day. 

At 1:12 p.m. (6:12 a.m. St. Louis 
time) the flag of Greece, followed 
by the Greek delegation, was 
borne into the arena to a mighty 
roar from the crowd. 

Greece, as the birthplace of the 
Olympic, Games more than 2000 
years ago, is traditionally given 
the honor of leading the parade 
of Olympic teams. 

The other natiops followed in 
alphabetical pare according to 
the Finnish spelling. After Greece 

came the Dutch Antilles and fol- 
lowing them was the impressive 
delegation from Argentina, in 
blue coats and white trousers 
with the military riding team 
marching in formation between 
the men and women competitors.

The longer 
we delay the deliverance of the 
people of mainland China from 
Communist control, the greater 
will be the price that the free 
world as a whole and the Repub- 
lic of China in particular will 
eventually have to pay. 

“Thirdly, we have never counted 
on another world war as a condi- 
tion for us to fight back to the 
mainland. As a matter of fact, I 
have stated time and again that 
our successful counterattack 
against the Communist-controlled 
mainland will definitely minimize 
the danger of a third world war. 

“Fourthly, on the other hand, 
it must be recognized that in 
fighting the Chinese Communists 
on the mainland we shall be also 
fighting Soviet Russia, who will 
be aiding and directing their cam- 
paign as she is doing in Korea. 
I entertain no illusion that our 
task will be an easy one. 

“Fifthly, for the recovery of the 
China mainland we do not expect, 
nor do we need, external aid in 
the form of manpower or ground 
forces, But free China needs, and 
I believe is entitled to claim, 
other necessary assistance.”

Infantrymen, Supported 
by Artillery and Tanks, 
Open New Attack on 
Northwest Slope. 


SEOUL, July 19 (AP)—United 
Nations infantrymen in a furious 
dawn attack today forced back 
Chinese Communists on “Old 
Baldy” and then opened a new 
assault against Reds on one slope 
of the key western front hill. . 

The Eighth Army summary 
said the,morning charge supported 
by artillery and tank fire car- 
ried the Allied troops to within 
150 yards of Red positions on the 
northwestern slope. 

The summary did not make 
clear whether U.N. units had 
reached the crest of the rain- 
soaked hill. Earlier it had been 
described as a no-man’s land. 

The Eighth Army likewise did 
not say how far back the Reds 
had been driven by the initial 
thrust. 

Fighting fell off during the day 
but at 4 p.m. (2 a.m. St. Louis 
time) U.N. troops ‘charged ahead 
again, the Eighth Army summary 
said. 

The dawn attack opened a third 
day of bitter, rain-drenched fight- 
- Ing for the hill west of Chorwon. 

‘From positions on “Old Baldy’s” 
northwest slope, the Reds yester- 
day poured an average of seven 
shells a minute at Allied positions 
—one of the heaviest Communist 
artillery poundings of the war. 

Front line officers said U.N. 
soldiers ran into fire almost as 
heavy today when they attacked 
from the hill’s southeast slope. 

The battle has been raging 
since 10 o’clock Thursday night, 
when the Chinese opened up with 
an artillery barrage and Red in- 
fantrymen assaulted the height

Both Allied and Communist big 
guns have been firing ever since. 
By 6 p.m. yesterday, the Reds 
had fired 10,031 artillefy and 
mortar shells.

AUSTRIA RESTORES PROPERTY, 
RIGHTS TO 34,000 EX-NAZIS 


VIENNA, July 19 (AP)—Over 
the protests of international Jew- 
ish leaders, the Austrian Parlia- 
ment last night passed three laws 
restoring property and civil rights 
to 34,000 former Nazis. 

The laws can be vetoed by one 
of the four occupation powers. 
Jewish leaders said they hoped 
the United States High Commis- 
sion would step in to disallow 
them. 

The laws give back civil rights 
and property to 28,000 former 
non-commissioned officers and 
Nazis up to the rank of cell lead- 
er. Six thousani major Nazi of- 
fenders will get back their prop- 
erty only. 

The laws also lift a three-year- 
old freeze on advancement and 
pay increases for 30,000 public of- 
ficials who were minor Nazis. 

Parliament also approved four 
laws designed to aid former vic- 
tims of Nazism.

Press Assails Vacation 
Camps — Communist 
Rally Demands Study 
Groups Be Curbed. 


BERLIN, July 19 (AP) — East 
Germany, following the lead of 
other Soviet satellites, appeared 
today to be embarked on a drive 
against the church. 

The controlled eastern press as- 
sailed what it called “unhygienic 
and unworthy conditions” in vaca- 
tion camps conducted by church 


officers, both Protestant and 
Catholic. The attack on the 


camps, known through Germany 
for years as idea] children’s vaca- 
tion spots, climaxed a week of 
threatening gestures. 

The Communist government re- 
fused to grant travel permits for 
5000 Protestants to visit West 
Germany for the Lutheran World 
Federation at.Hannover in Au- 
gust. 

Study Groups Denounced. 

A rally of the Socialist Unity 
(Communist) party (S.E.D.) de- 
manded that activities of Protest- 
ant study groups in the Soviet 
zone be curtailed because they 
“spread enemy propaganda” and 
weaken the public’s “readiness to 
defend the homeland.” 

Party boss Walter Ulbricht told 
S.E.D. conferees something must 
be done about student pastors. He 
said these young men, in their 
lectures to their student groups, 
had undermined “the readiness 
for defense.” 

The government has openly ac- 
cused churchmen of having sus- 
picious connections with ‘“‘Ameri- 
can and British agents” in the 
West. The churches have denied 
it. 

Registration for New Army. 

In another development, East 
Germany ordered registration of 
all persons between the ages of 
16 and 65 to find out how many 
can be put into a new Red Ger- 
man army without crippling in- 
dustry. 

By listing the 7,500,000 East 
Germans in employable age 
groups, the Communist author- 
ities expect to discover where 
they can best get along with few- 
er workers. These areas will be 
given quotas of “volunteers” for 
a “defense army.” The goal is

BONN, July 19 (AP)—In one of 
his last ‘official acts, retiring 
United States High Commissioner 
John J. McCloy today announced 
clemency for two more German 
war criminals, including a former 
Wehrmacht general. 

The sentence of Gen. Hans 
Georg Reinhardt, who was or- 
dered to serve 15 years in prison 
for war crimes and crimes against 
humanity, was reduced to 10 
years and ninth months. 

McCloy commuted from death 
to life imprisonment the sentence 
on Eduard Strauch by an Ameri- 
can court. He was convicted of 
crimes as a member of S.S. Elite 
Guard execution squads. 


J, E. TAYLOR RENEWS HIS

Missouri Attorney General J. E.

NEW YORK, July 19 (AP)— 
Two teen-age boys, living like 
highwaymen on the sidewalks of 
New York, were held yesterday in 
the month-old killing of a young 
Brooklyn rabbinical student. 

District Attorney Miles F. Mc- 
Donald said the pair intended to 
rob 23-year-old Samuel B. Lon- 
don, but made no attempt to do 


|so after they shot him down in the 


dark from 40 feet away. 

He identified the youths as Don- 
ald Ferrick; 17 years old, and Ed- 
ward Baldwin, 16, and called 
Ferrick the triggerman in the 
killing. Both were charged with 
homicide and held without bail 
for a hearing July 24. 

They were tripped up, McDonald 
said, when they tried to sell the 
murder weapon—a .22 caliber rifle 
—to raise some ready cash. He 
said they confessed the killing. 
London was shot down in a 
Brooklyn park June 26 as he 
strolled home from a synagogue. 
Because he was not robbed, there 
seemed to be no motive for his 
death. 

McDonald said Baldwin ran 
away from home and lived in 
Brooklyn cellars. He and Ferrick 
were pals since they met in ju- 
venile correction homes. 

They raised money, the district 
attorney related, by robbing 
small candy stores and luncheon- 
ettes. On June 26 they bought a 
rifle and then roamed the streets, 
looking for someone to rob. They 
made their way to the park, de- 
bated robbing some of the young 
lovers and casual park bench 
idlers, then decided to waylay a 
pedestrian. 

At that point, London happened 
along, strolling unsuspectingly to 
his doom.

SYMINGTON FAVORS 
FARM PARITY PRICES 


Says Agriculture Must Have 
Guaranteed Income to Assure 
Abundance of Food. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., July 19 
(AP)—Stuart Symington of St. 
Louis said in St. Joseph last night 
that farmers must be assured of 
parity of income. 

Symington, seeking the Demo- 
cratic Senatorial nomination, 
stated his views on agriculture in 
a radio speech. 

“When we call on industry to 
produce vast quantities of defense 
materials, we guarantee a speci- 
fied price,” he said. “When as a 
part of our defense program we 
call upon our farmers to meet 
our greater needs they also must 
know that as they produce more 
and more, they will not have to 
sell for less and less. 

“America must have a national 
farm program that will assure an 
abundance of food at all times, at 
reasonable cost to consumers, and 
also . . . that will assure parity 
of income to our tarm popula- 
tion. : 

“One serious crop shortage in 
wheat or corn in this country 
would cause an eruption of in- 
flationary prices that would rock 
our economic structure. Likewise, 
a serious shortage of food could 
serve to impair our position as a 
balance for world peace.” 

Symington pledged that he 
would work for the spread of 
electric power and telephone serv- 
ice to all farms. 

Administrative functions of 
farm agencies should be consoli- 
dated to get the maximum effi- 
ciency from tax dollars that sup- 
port them, he said. 

“Rural Missouri must have, and 
must exercise, a strong voice in 
the agricultural policy making of 
this country,” he said. “In the 
next six years, the future of the 
world may be decided in the 
United States Senate. I believe 
that my education and experience 
in business and government quali- 


fy me for that office.”

That proposal provided for a 17c per hour increase, a health and welfare fund, 
a five-day work week with time and one-half for Saturday, and liberalized vacation 
provisions. To our knowledge, this proposal has been held by the Union Committee, 


and never submitted to our employees for their approval. 


Our proposal exceeds any recent settlement in the St. Louis area except that 
recently concluded between one company in our industry and its employees. That 
company granted an increase of 32c per hour, in addition to the other benefits which 
we have offered. It is our opinion, that such an increase, if forced upon us, will un- 
questionably in the end have to be granted to the approximately 10,000 workers in the 
motor transportation industry.

IN MEMPHIS, Marlin Perkins, director of Chi- 
cago’s Lincoln Park Zoo, was demonstrating the 
correct way to handle a snake. The snake, a non- 
poisonous chicken snake, bit him painfully, a form 
of criticism that Perkins is getting used to. A year 
or so ago a timber rattlesnake sank a fang into 
him and put him out of action for some time. 
Perkins, whose devotion to animals is beyond 
reason, carried on unflinchingly—patting the black 
bears and cooing over the green tree boa which has 
internal ears and which so far hasn’t bitten him. 


Misbehavior among the animals, while deplor- 
able and widespread, is no worse than that among 
a good many human performers and it’s hard to 
say who is at fault—the animals or the humans. 
One of the oddest accidents occurred on a program 
called “The Merry Mailman.” A seven-foot eagle 
had been quietly sitting on the arm of its custodian 
when it started flapping its wings. Well, sir, no 
one had suspected that an eagle had so powerful a 
backwash. The air currents brought down the whole 
set. Last thing the viewers saw before the show 
faded from the screens was Ray Heatherton up to 
his ears in scenery.

ANOTHER SHOW called “Wildlife Unlimited” 
has produced more than its share of accidents. 
Once they had a tank full of tiny spring peepers— 
the little frogs who make that piercing racket in 
the spring—stored near a ventilating shaft. In the 
middle of a newscast, the peepers opened up with 
their full-throated lusty cries, spring having awak- 
ened in their little hearts at that precise moment. 
The ventilating shaft acted as a perfect loud- 
speaker. Drowned out the newscaster, John Win- 
gate, so completely the news had to stop until they « 
got the peepers out of there. 

This leads the list of unpredictability, at least 
so far as I’m concerned.

Babs’s press agent was so carried away on 
this proud occasion he issued a pronunciamento to 
the effect that Babs had never been quoted ad- 
versely, had never been investigated and that her 
home life was above reproach.

On Dampness 


OME houses are damp because 
G the roofs leak and some are 

damp because the basement 
fills up with water when it rains 
but a good many are damp be- 
cause too much laundry is hung 
indoors the house to dry. 

Your average basket of laundry 
contains a good many quarts of 
water and when this is hung in- 
side the house or placed in an 
electric dryer, the air in the 
house must absorb the moisture 
out of the laundry before the 
laundry is dry. 


If you hang laundry to dry in 


the basement during wet weather 
or even in dry, be sure there are 
enough open windows and good 
ventilation to allow the moist air 
to escape outdoors. If you can’t 
get enough natural ventilation— 
use an electric fan. This incident- 
ally will speed up the drying 
process considerably. 

For those who use electric dry- 
ers it is best to have some sort 
of exhaust fan to pick up the 
moist air at a point near the dry- 
er and get it outdoors as quickly 
as possible. This holds true re- 
gardless of whether the dryer is 
in the kitchen, laundry or base- 
ment. As long as it’s in the house 
proper it is adding moisture to 
the house air.

Nonfat Dry 
Milk Handy, 


Inexpensive 
By Edith M. Barber 


HEN refrigerators were ice 

boxes and before it was the 

custom to pasteurize milk 
and to bottle it, it was difficult 
to keep on hand a supply of sweet 
milk in warm weather, If there 
was a thunder and lightning 
storm, it was blamed for “turn- 
ing” the milk. 

Most of these difficulties have 
been eliminated, but because ev- 
eryone seems to enjoy drinking 
cold fresh milk even more in 
summer than in winter, we still 
have a problem. That is, keep- 
ing enough on hand for cooking 
purposes. 

-This can be solved easily, how- 
ever, and by the pantry shelf if 
it is stocked by a carton of the 
nonfat dry milk. This can be 
used for so many purposes. Mixed 
with chocolate syrup or with fruit 
juice and well beaten or shaken, 
the children will love an inbe- 
tween milkshake. Mother will 
make even more use of the. dry 
milk in cooking. She will use it 
for sauce, for soups and as an 
ingredient for hot breads, 

If she is reducing, she will ap- 
preciate the fact that it is fatfree. 
She may add a little butter, how- 
ever, for richness, when she is 
making .a sauce. While the dry 
milk can be reconstituted with 
water and used just as fresh milk, 
there is an easier method of 
using it in some dishes. This is 
shown by the recipe used today 
for Corned Beef with Onion 
Sauce. By the way it should be 
mentioned that in dry form, this 
type of milk is inexpensive, as a 
one-pound package will produce 
five quarts of reconstituted milk 
at about nine cents a quart. 

Corned Beef Hash. With 
Onion Sauce 

Two cups water. Four table- 
spoons flour. One teaspoon salt. 
One-half cup nonfat dry milk. 
One tablespoon butter or margar- 
gine. One medium-sized onion, 
finely sliced. Three tablespoons 
nonfat dry milk. One. 1-pound 
can corned beef hash. | 

Pour water into top of double 
boiler. Combine flour, salt and 
nonfat dry milk. Sprinkle over 
surface of water. Beat with 
rotary beater until just blended. 
Cook, over boiling water, until 
thickened, stirring constantly. 
Melt butter or margaine in skil- 
let. Add onions and saute until 
lightly browned. Stir into sauce. 
Place corned beef hash into skil- 
let. Add three tablespoons nonfat 
dry milk and blend well. Brown 
thoroughly. Pour sauce over 
corned beef hash and serve at 
once, Yield: Four servings.

Although East was exception- 
ally (and  not-too- brilliantly) 
fancy, his was not the only bid- 
ding which calls for comment.

It is not realistic, 
never to rebid a seven-card suit 
headed by A-K, especially after 
partner has implied some sup- 
port by doubling an opposing cue 
bid in that suit. Six diamonds 
would have been a far better 
slam than six spades. 

West, having played with that 
particular partner before, did not 
take the diamond cue bid too 
seriously; he reasoned that if 
East had really been void, he 
would have doubled six spades to 
demand the diamond lead. So 
West tried the “surprise attack” 
of the heart queen. South won 
with the ace, led a low trump 
to the ace, then took the trump 
finesse to his own jack. Whether 
he should have taken this finesse 
is a moot point in view of the 
marked psychic bidding by East, 
but the pertinent fact is that 
when West won the trick, he had 
a problem! Should he now lead 
a diamond in the hope of East’s 
ruffing, or should he try for a 
club trick?’ 

After profound thought, West 
decided that South, if he had held 
three diamonds and no clubs, 
would have refused the trump 
finesse in an effort to avoid a 
possible diamond ruff. So West 
led the club king, and that was 
that.

American literature and the 
files of American newspapers are 
replete with this term “prize 
fighter” as a synonym for “boxer” 
beginning in the first quarter of 
the 1800s. In “New York in 
Slices,” under date of 1849, G. G. 
Foster alluded to putting down 
“these prize fights and fire riots” 
and abolishing “three quarters of 
the groggeries and other vile 
haunts of rowdyism.” 


In referring voluntarily to the 
term “boxer,” this researcher 
brings up a subject somewhat ob- 
scure, for which no definite origin 
can be given. The term seems 
naturally to derive from the “box” 
which is a box ‘or blow on the 
head, face or ear. For this, there 
is precedence in the 
“baske,” which is to slap, the 
noun “bask” denoting the blow 
on the face or ear. The word 
“box” designating a container is 
old and rich in its ramifications, 
but has no connection with the 
“box” in “boxer,” unless one 
wishes to stretch one’s imagina- 
tion to the shape of the boxing 
ring which might be said to re- 
semble a box! ;

“Would you please explain why 
the sun is farther away in the 
summer than in the winter?” 

First of all let me state that the 
sun really is farther away during 
the present month than it will be 
next January. This is a strange 
thing to people in the North Tem- 
perate Zone. 

x « * 

ON THE OTHER HAND, people 

in the South Temperate Zone may 


feel that all is right with the 
weather, since they are having 


cold weather now while the sun 
is farther away. When January 
they will have warm 
weather, and at that time the 
earth will be closer to the sun. 
As to why the distance of the 
sun changes, I can hardly give a 
better reason than this: it hap- 
pens to be that way. Scientists 
have studied the path, or orbit, 
with great care. Instead of the 
earth making a perfect circle, 
with the sun at the exact center, 
the orbit is an eclipse. When 
the earth is closest to the sun, the 
distance in round numbers is 91,- 
500,000 miles. At the greatest dis- 
tance, the distance is 94,500,000

OMEONE who signs himself{miles. The difference is a bit 


more than 3 per cent of the total 
distance. 
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EXCEPT for -one thing, we 
might expect the whole earth to 
be a bit warmer in December 
than in July. That one thing is 
the tilt of the earth’s axis. 

Because of the tilt, the north- 
ern part of the earth slants to- 
ward the sun during part of the 
yearly journey of the earth. Dur- 
ing that period (which we may 
describe as the June-July period) 
the northern part gets sunshine 
more directly than at other times, 
and the rays warm the air close 
to the ground. In the North Tem- 
perate Zone, this more than 
makes up for the difference in 
distance. 

During the June-July period, 
the southern part of the earth re- 
ceives the sunshine on a slant, 
and it fails to give as much 
warmth to the air in such coun- 
tries as Argentina, Chile and the 
Union of South Africa. That is 
why people down there have cold 
winter days in June and July, 
also in August. 
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
